K. Whitaker explains Trojan Alert and urged board members to sign up. USC has new 
live safe app, which lets you report tips, accidents, harassment, etc. Live feed to operator 
and dispatch. Can send them pics, video, sound and someone will answer immediately. 
Safety map tells you where you are so you can relate to dps. Can chat with friends while 
walking, friends on the app can see where your walking on map and know where you are. 
Go to capsnet.dps to get all apps. Crime is down, especially in library where things are 
USC. License plate cameras up and working get about 5 hits a day for either stolen or 
vehicle that’s been in a serious crime. Cameras are now on Flower and will be going up 
on Hill, and as far west as Normandy. Cameras monitored 24hrs a day. 

A. Palacios thanked board for holiday party. He also explained a call for a homeless, as 
officers leaving scene, two other homeless came at officers to attack. Officers retreated 
and handled situation. LAPD showed up within 5 minutes and arrested one of the 
homeless men.
